He compared Europe to seething 
racial lava, which, like

level. 
This adjustm ent 
was full of peril. 
He emphasized th at Europe 
m ust 
take cognizance of hungry 
Russia, 
which w’ould be equipped by c.n an­ 
gry Germany. 
“The world m ust recognize 
the 
fact,” he said, “th at Russia and Ger­ 
many combined contain

one- 
third of the people in Europe. Their 
voice will be heard, and the Pusso- 
German treaty is the first warning 
of it. 
As proof o fthe

A 5-6-3 NAVY 
It is settled that the United States is to 
have, for the immediate future, a navy 
personnel of 86,000 men, instead of 20,000 
less than that, as the most drastic navy- 
cutters wanted. And perhaps it is the right 
thing to do. The public would have appre­ 
ciated a further saving on the navy, but 
does not ask for economy at the cost of ef­ 
ficiency and safety. 
One point, however, should be under­ 
stood better than it appears to be. 
It is 
the relation between the size of the navy 
provided by the senate bill and the size au­ 
thorized in the naval limitation treaty. 
In the present case the two coincide. It 
should not be assumed, as most of the ad­ 
vocates of the 86,000 personnel have seem­ 
ed to assume, that they must necessarily 
and always coincide. 
The numerical site 
of our naval forces, as well as the material 
lighting power, is now set to fit the 5-5-3 
ratio and make our navy equal to Great 
Britain’s. 
That, as has been suggested, 
may be the wise thing to do-—for the pres­ 
ent. But it should be recognized that the 
armament treaty does not require this 
size; it merely allows it, as a miximum. 
The United States can at any time shrink 
its navy to smaller and less costly dimen­ 
sions if it likes, and may reasonably be ex­ 
pected to do so sooner or later, particular­ 
ly if Great Britain does likewise, and if 
there is no reason to anticipate danger 
from Asia or Europe. 


EATING ON SIXTY CENTS A DAY

The surest thing about the German-Rus- 
sian treaty and the row it has precipitated 
at Genoa is that there is a new* line-up of 
powers, with the two nations directly con­

| one side, and the Allies and their friends 
on the other. 
It is not an unnatural development. In­ 
deed, it is such a development as might 
have been expected, from the character 
and situation of Germany and Russia and

Whether this new* line-up will bring 
about a new “balance of power,” and what 
it may accomplish in the way of menace to 
j Western Europe and America, it is too soon 
to tell.

CHIEF LOGAN, THE CAYUGA; 
HIS IMMORTAL SPEECH 


44 T APPEAL to any white man to 
say if ever he entered Logan’s 
cabin hungry and he gave him not 
meat; if ever he rame cold and naked 
and he clothed him not? During the 
course of the last long and bloody waf, 
Logan remained idle in his camp, an 
advocate for peace. Sueli was my love 
for tho whites that my countrymen 
pointed as I passed and said, ‘Logan is 
the friend of the white man.’ 
I had 
even thought to have lived with you 
but for the injuries of one man. 
“Colonel Cresap, the last spring, in 
cold blood and unprovoked, murdered 
all the relations of Logan, not even 
sparing my women and children. There 
runs not a drop of my blood in the 
veins of any living creature. 
This 
called on me for revenge. 
I have 
sought it. I have killed many. I have 
fully glutted my vengeance. 
For my 
country I rejoice at the beams of 
peace; but do not harbor a thought 
that mine is the joy of fear. 
Logan 
never felt fear. He will not turn on 
his heel to save his life. Who is there 
to mourn for Logan? Not one!” 
What American has not at some time 
in his school career recited from his 
reader that speech, not realizing the 
historical inaccuracy of some of the 
statements nor the fact that the chief 
was doing a ^jp-eat injustice to Col. 
Michael Cresap, a daring borderer and 
a brave officer of the Virginia riflemen 
during the Revolution? For the man 
who was guilty of the murder was 
Daniel Greathouse, a dissolute trader. 
But even such errors in fact cannot 
detmct from the greatness of the 
speech and of the man, nor from the 
tragedy of his life. For Logan (Tah- 
gah-jute—literally: 
"Bis 
Eyelashes 
Stick Out” ; figuratively: “Spying”) 
was unwavering in his friendship to 
the whites until the massacre of his 
people In 1770 sent him on the war­ 
path, raging like a wild animal. 
He 
was the leading figure in Lord Dun- 
more’s war, one of the bloodiest in 
frontier history. 
Occasionally his better instincts pre­ 
vailed during that war. Once he saved 
the life of Simon Kenton, the famous 
scout, when Kenton’s old friend, Si­ 
mon Girty, the "white renegade,” had 
failed. 
He had been an intemperate drinker 
before the Greathouse murder. After 
that he became an utter sot, which 
only added to liis cruelty. In 1780 his 
nephew killed him during a drunken 
brawl. 
His wife survived him, but 
there were no children. So his mourn­ 
ful statement, “there runs not a drop 
of my blood in the veins of any living 
creature.” was t**ue to the last
